THE LUNGS. 



Anatomy.— -Are two in xramber (refer to No. 8 plate) 
one sitaated on each side, within the cavity of the cheslr— - 
the right being the longest, in consequence of the encroach* 
ment of the heart npon the left : thej are diyided into lobesi 
as follows : the right long into three, viz., superior, middle, 
and ii^Terior ; and the left Inng into two, viz., superior and 
inferior. The further sab-diyision in the left is an error of 
the engraver. Their formation consists of a series of minute 
divisions and sub-divisions of tubes into pairs which origi- 
nally diverge from the windpipe above to be distributed, one 
to each lung : the ultimate ramifications are called air-cells, 
the larger ones, bronchial tubes ; both are alike in anatomical 
elements (refer to Nos. 1 and 3 plates). Blood vessels, 
absorbents, and nerves ramify upon the cell walls, the whole 
being held together by a loose spongy tissue (cellular fabric), 
thus constituting the substance of the lungs. They extend 
from above each collar-bone to about the sixth rib in front, 
and not quite so low behind ; the upper part is the apex, the 
lower is the base. There is only one opening (bronchial 
tube) into each lung, and this forms the medium of com- 
munication between the interior and external air. 

Physiologry* — '^^^ functions of the lungs, so named 
respiratory motions, are alternately performed and divisible 
into two kinds, viz., inspiration and exspiration ; the former, 
first observed in life, is produced by elevation of the ribs 
laterally and anteriorly, causing an increased capacity or 
expansion of the chest ; during its progress, the lungs inhale 
air, till the vacuum formed t&ough such inspiratory action 
is occupied by the dilatation of these elastic organs ; the 
latter, exspiration, is sequel to the preceding, and consists 
of a diminished capacity of the chest by depression of the 
ribs, thereby pressing out of the lungs about a correspond- 
ing quantity of air to that inhaled by inspiration, though 
varying in its chemical constituents from i^t latter, which 
will presently be referred to. Both movemeiitB are per* 
formed by muscular contraction and relaxation. Exspiratory 
motion is last to leave the body when death occurs. The 
stimulus to inspiration is due to blood in the Umgs being 
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surcliarged with carbon, acting as an irritative source upon 
the nervous extremities ; and this exciting the muscles ot 
the chest, inspiration ensues, when a portion of the oxygen 
of the air rushes down the bronchial tubes into the air-ceils, 
f»d combines with carbon in the blood, producing carbonic^ 
acid, which is ejected b j exspiration. Nitrogen and hydrogen 
being amongst the other elements oi^ air, are important in 
diluting the properties of the reoiaining oxygen ; so that air 
inhaled contains more oxygen and less carbon than air 
expelled. The number of inspirations average 16 per 
minute, and this yields 23,040 inspirations in 24 hours. 
According to an eminent writer, 38 cubic inches of air 
tfnter the lungs by any usual inspiration, and after an 
ordinary exspiration about 112 cubic inches remain in the 
longs. 

Kespiration, although performed by niuiicular action, 
is considered partly mechanical, and can, to a certain 
extent, be controlled at will, but during sleep it is performed 
unconsciously. The blood, previous to inspiration, is dark 
(venous), and subsequently a bright red colour (axterial) ; 
ib arrives at the lungs from the right or venous side of the 
heart by the medium of the pulmonary artery and its 
branches (refer to No. 4 plate), and after undergoing 
m those organs the chemical change already explained, is 
projected along the pulmonary veins to the left or arterial 
i|ide of the heart, and from th^ce to different parts of the 
Ibody for distribution of heat and nutrition. From this, 
observe how important it is that there should not foe any 
obstruction to a free passage of blood through the lungs, 
other by any foreign deposits, such as arise from develop* 
ment of consumption, or increased sise of the air-cells by 
chronic coughs of long standing, or by the cavity of the chest 
being so diminished in its capacity as would interfere with 
a perfect vacuund, so essential to life and health, being 
fdrmed. These are direct obstacles— they constrict the 
diameter of the ramifying vessels; henoe the cause of 
knrried and embarrass^ reflpiratidn. There are some 
indirect ones referrible to a morbid condition of the heart, 
under the head of *' Physioli^giCal Fosetions of the Hearl» 
^hich axe noticed elsewhere.

TIONS OP THEIR CURE BY THE 
AUTHOR'S NEW SOLVENT PROCESS. 



CONSUMPTION. 

Nature of the Disease.— This term, some rears 
ago, was inappropriatelj applied to anj wasting of the bodj, 
but now it is limited to an affection of the lungs. Consump- 
tion is a word of apprehension. This dire disease, unlike 
others attended with apparent causes of emaciation — for 
instance, illness, old age, continued exertion, &c.«— frequentlj 
attacks the young and robust of both sexes, and gradually 
or rapidly reduces the system, whilst the external appear- 
anees of health,, for a time may remain intact. It usually 
makes its appearance between the ages of 17 and 85 years. 
It consists of a deposition of innumerable weakly-yitallzed 
molecular, grayish, hardened masses, about the size of millet 
seeds, usually the result of abortive nutrition, called 
tubercles, which are observed in the elastic cellular tissue 
intervening between the air-cells in the upper lobes of one 
or both lungs (refer to Nos. 1 and 2 plates). 

Tubercles are albuminous, opaque, and unorganizable 
bodies, and are composed of different elementary parts in 
various proportions, viz., transparent layers or masses in 
large numbers, and small granular substances deposited 
here and there. Some of these granules consist of fat, 
others of lime and salt, and malformed cells ; their rapidity 
of growth and consequent development of the disease de- 
pending upon the number of these cell formations. Tubercles 
are eliminated from the blood-vessels ramifying on the walls 
of the air-cells, either directly, in consequence of a perverted 
condition of the nutritive process of that particular locality, 
or indirectly, from mal-assimilation of the food in the 
stomach, or during its transit through the absorbents of 
the bowels into the system. The latter change, being an 
indirect one in the abdominal secretive powers, may be a 
defect simply of a functional character, but after the lapse of 
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Bn uncertain period* the results of that perversion assume ^ 
gtmctoral organic form of a low type in the lungs, quite 
incompatible and dissimilar to the adjacent texture. When 
tabercles are roused into gradual activity by anj of the 
usual proximate causes, consumption of an ordinary nature 
ensues. If tubercles are excited into action immediately 
they are deposited and the cause of their development con- 
tinues, in all probability the invalid would show signs of 
acute or galloping consumption. The severity of the 
disease materially depends upon the extent, rapidity, and 
recurrence of tubercular deposition, and strength of the 
constitution. 

The theory of deposition of tubercles and development of 
hereditaxy consumption varies from those conditions of the 
disease formed subsequent to birth only, by the former 
being generated prior to birth, and inherited from either 
parent. 

These foreign substances irritate the lungs till inflamma- 
don, varying in type, is established around them, ultimately 
producing an abscess or cavity, which communicates with 
an adjacent bronchial tube ; by this process the muco-puru- 
lent expectoration is ejected by a series of coughs. Occasional 
spitting of blood,* however sHght, is caused by laceration 
of one or more blood-vessels surrounding these deleterious 
growths during their ulcerative process, and not, as was once 
supposed, by exhalation through the pores of the vessels 
without rupture. The consistency of tubercles, at com- 
mencement, is like hard curdy cneese ; but when excited 
into action they soften down, and assume a yellowish hue. 
There is a great similarity between their character and 
chemical composition to scrofulous deposits. Some autho-^ 
lities assert they are synonymous, in which the author 
concurs. 

Tubercles are occasionally deposited high up in the wind- 
pipe, causing an almost loss of voice, and in some cases, a 
peculiar croaking noise (like croup in children), suffocative 
hfeathing, coldness or blueness of the surface of the body 
and extremities, through imperfect arterialisation and defec- 
Hre generation of caloric. TMs species of the disease is 

ol blood if not tlwftys a pofitlv* ilga of oonfUBptioii unm 
" with a oongh. 
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termecl acnte or chxonio laryngeal oonanmpitioiiy aecofding to 

the severit J and actiyitj of the symptoms. It rarely exists 
fdone ; it is almost invariably an extension of the disease 
from the apex of one or both lungs np to the larynx (the 
seat of the voice), which is there developed, from its closer 
contiguity to the external atmosphere, into a state of activity 
sooner than when tubercles are deposited in the lungs, thus, 
not uncommonly, temporarily, disguising the existence of 
the latter. 

Tubercles may, occasionally, be formed with trifling 
constitutional disturbance ; but generally the signs and 
symptoms, taken collectively, are very similar. 

Divisions of the Disease.— It is divided into three 
stages : 1st, Tubercular Deposition ; 2nd, Softening ; and 
8rd, Ulceration. The period allotted to each stage varies 
according to the type of l^e disease. 

Ssmiptoms. — They differ in each stage, as well as 
occasionally in different individuals. 

1st Stage. — The disease usually commences with a 
short, dry, or habitual cough, which may, in some, be of a 
sonorous character, attended with occasional expectoration, 
and not uncommonly mixed with blood, a tickling sensation 
in the throat ; the respiration, which is frequently attended 
with a slight clicking or wheezing sound, becomes embar- 
rassed upon the most trifling exertion ; great languor, 
lassitude, uneasiness at the lower and central part of the chest 
which is increased by coughing, and imparts to the invalid 
the erroneous idea that the cough comes from that particular 
locality, occasional sickness, thirst, oppression, increased 
action of the heart, small quick pulse, pain across the chest, 
in the side, about the collar-bones or shoulder-blades on 
either or both sides, and varying in severity— in some it is 
absent — gradual emaciation, loss of appetite, very susceptible 
to colds, and constipation. Indigestion, headache, sluggish 
action of the liver, flatulency and diarrhoea may be its pri* 
mary symptoms ; and in a few cases, where the latter signs 
are most predominant, the disease is at first apt to stimuHite 
other affections of a more simple character. 

Snd Stage.— Daring the procesa of tubercular softeningi 
most of the foregoing signs become more aggravated ; m 
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addition to those, the padent passes restless nights, has 
febrile sjmpoms, itching, or irritation of the sexaid organs^ 
or other parts, diarrhoea, perspiration, and pain or tenderness 
in the bowels ; the cough, which is rerj troublesome, more 
especially upon going to bed and rising in the morning, is 
now attended with expectoration, worthy of observation, 
inasmuch as it is singular to that of any other disease; 
there is a striking similarity between it and small balls of 
flocky wool, which sink partly or wholly in water. Some- 
times the expectoration is like matter, or streaked with 
blood of a bright red colour; respiration frequent, and 
attended with increased crackling or wheezing noise. 
Vomiting of blood may occur in this stage. 

3rd Stage. — The ulcerative course is a sequel of soften-^ 
ing. The latter process irritates the surrouunding parts, 
causing more inflammation till ulceration eventually ensues, 
when a cavity is formed, ^[radually increasing in size, and 
producing a hollowness either above or below the collar- 
bones, or both. In some patients the mouth or throat is 
very tender, and covered with small white pustules,* similar 
to thrush in children, tenderness or fistulous ulcers at the 
seat, and various coloured eruptions on divers parts of the 
body or extremities. The legs, and occasionally the body, 
swell at night, and subside more or less towards morning, 
signs of general dropsv, the cough is very distressing, com- 
plete emaciation of the body, hot skin, sleepless nights, 
difficult and rattling respiration, till death ensues, either from 
hectic fever producing exhaustion, or from fatal haemorrhage 
by ulceration extending across one of the larger branches 
of the pulmonary artery, The expectoration is altered and 
more copious, and not rarely offensive, it assumes the colour 
and consistency of thick cream. 

The first stage is the longest, and the disease can not 
only be arrested in any of its courses, but radically cured ; 
in many, after it has been once checked by the treatment, 
it does not reappear. 

Menstruation, in females, is frequently suspended, per- 
verted, or irregular. These temporary variations ought not 
to be interfered with, beyond taking the assimilative pills, as 
the periodical uterine secretion reappears and assumes its 
* Elevatiozu apparently filled with matter. 
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normal character when the disease subsides. Its return is 
generally a favonrable omen. The whites often co-exist^ but 
this debilitating complication most be obviated bj simple 
astringent ablutions, or injections of alum, or decoction of 
oak barky nsed either tepid or cold, to the genital organs. 

Pregnancy has a remarkable and inexplicable disposilion 
to prorogue consumption; but succeeding that event, the 
symptoms of the disease frequently assume an aggravated 
form. Suckling, by phthisical invalids, is prejudicial to both 
mother and infant. The disease is very flattering ; patientn^ 
even in a moribund* state, buoy themselves up with the 
hope that they would recover. Death may take place in any 
stage; the senses usually remain entire to the last; the 
symptoms finally abate some days prior to dissolution, or 
the expectoration may be copious and free, when life at last 
passes away easily, excepting those cases where haamorrhage 
ensues, when death is often instantaneous. The pulse 
throughout i» small, and ranges from 90 to 160 beats per 
minute, being most frequent at an advanced period of the 
disease. 

Hectic fever, which generally sets in more or less during 
the 2nd and 3rd stages, is one of the most prominent signs, 
and its description is indispensable. It is caused through 
the irritation, induced by tubercular deposition, developing 
such extreme constitutional disturbance in the following 
manner:— The patient has two periodical attacks in 24 
hours ; the first commences after two o'clock p.m., the 
other after midnight ; each attack begins with chilliness, 
which continues for a time, when it is succeeded by increased 
heat of the skin, a crimson flush on one or both cheeks, 
intense thirst, headache, and scanty urine depositing a 
pinkish sediment. The fever eventually resolves itself by 
profuse perspiration, emitting a peculiar odour. 

The voice, in many instances, has a hollow, deep, and 
unnaturally sonorous sound, expansion of the chest during 
deep inspiration is not general ; a quick observer may detect 
the upper part of the chest* not moving uniformly or 
freely. Greater resonance or vibration of voice is felt by 
application of the hand to the chest, whilst talking, in 
disease than in health, from the fftct of the lungs becoming 
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more solid by tubereolar deposits, and hence a better con- 
ductor of soond. 

The term of acute, or popularly called CHillpping, Oon-i 
sumption is applied to ^ose cases where the disease runs its 
course in a few months. It may develop itself from any 
cause without hereditary taint. Chronic, or ordinary Con- 
sumption, is the most usual kind; it occupies a period 
varying from one to three years, or even longer. 

if the disease presents itself in one lung only, and is not 
promptly arrested, the other will probably betray signs of 
being similarly affected in due course. 

Causes* — These are very numerous, and depend much 
upon the age of the patient when attacked. Children 
rarely show signs of consumption after a severe attack of 
whooping cough, or other infantile disease. Tight-lacing in 
females is often the forerunner, and too much reprehension 
cannot be used in condemning this abominable practice, 
which not only diminishes the natural capacity of the chest, 
but prevents development of vital organs ; and last, though 
not least, curvature of the spine is the result of such a 
baneful method of the female sex. Nervous debility, weak- 
ness or relaxation of the generative organs (refer to page 71), 
intemperance, excesses, or continuous excitement of any 
kind, congenital* malformationf of the chest, hereditary j: 
predisposition, and long continued disease, indigestion, 
mental anxiety, scanty or improper diet, colds, impure 
atmosphere, sedentary, laborious, or unhealthy occupations, 
especially that of grinders, frequent abortions, preternatural 
flow of the menstrual discharge, and a host of others, either 
tending to irritate the lungs, debilitate the constitution, or 
pervert nutrition, will partly account for the source of lowly 
organized tubercules, which, after an indefinite period^ be« 
come excited into action, by some proximate agents, many 
of the latter being unknown- It would be quite irrelevant, 
even if it were possible, to enumerate all the causes. 
Females are more liable to this disease than males. Some 
years ago it was believed, both in and out of the profession, 
that this disease was contagious, and could be conununicated 
by sleeping with a consumptive invalid, in consequence of 
inspiring the same atmosphere through contiguity to each 
• Inherited from birth. f Badly formed or oontraoted. 

% Transmitted from one generation to another. 
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other. It U, eren now, thought bj many to be infectious, 
but Bueh an opinion is fallacious, and the author can confl- 
dentl J saj that consumpticn cannot be transmitted from one 
indiyidual to another, even if the ezspifed air of the invalid 
eould be conveyed directly into the lungs of a healthy person, 
and this process continued uninterruptedly for an indefinite 
period. 

The chemical component parts of exspired air of a con- 
sumptive individual, both in qualitative and quantitative 
analysis, are very different from those of exspired air of a 
person in health. 

Treatment. — One of the author's objects has been to 
devise and prepare peculiar medicinal compounds to subdue, 
at once, the precarious condition of the consumptive invalid, 
and to restore the patient to good health, by absolutely 
eradicating the disease in toto . After innumerable experi- 
ments upon his solvent process principle, extending over 
a series of years, he has, since July, 1870, by further 
important addenda to his remedies, succeeded in effecting 
a cure in almost every instance (refer to the last tabular 
results, page 6), and even in the few exceptional cases,* 
(read fatal cases on the back of the title page), his medicines 
speedily subdued the distressing symptoms, materially 
prolonged life, and enabled the individual to follow his 
usual daily pursuits comfortably. Although the great 
palliative measures, as those just referred to in the latter 
solitary instances, are not tantamount to a radical cure, 
nevertheless such desiderata are not by any means insig- 
nificant. The quick curative action of the two remedies 
imparts immediate confidence to the invalid, and very 
readily affords satisfactory and almost incredible proofs. 

Bear in mind that the natural functions of the liver, 
Btomach, and bowels should always be sustained by the aid 
of the assimilative pills (page 70). 

Sea-bathing is recommended by some medical writers, 
but the author thinks that, in all affections of the chest, if 
great discrimination is not observed, it has a tendency to be 
prejudicial by suddenly repelling the blood from the surface 
to the interior, thereby inducing congestion. Occasional 
tepid baths, on the contrary, are very Iwneficial. 
* Ezoepfang less than one per cent, of mortality. 
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Some of the primary Aga» foreboding oonvalescence are 
a gradual increase in weig^t^ improved appetite, nocturnal 
rest less interrupted, subdued cough, visible augmentation 
of physical powers and animal spirits, cooler skin, a 
diminished tendency to hectic heats or perspiration, less 
anxiety, &c. Sleep is a most important consideration, and 
is also perhaps one of the best remedial agents for this 
disease, as it gives rest to the lungs, and due attention 
should always be observed to promote it. 

Although CONSUMPTION usually makes its appearance 
during, or shortly after, the period of adolescence (see page 
23), there is a form of the disease resulting from inflammation 
and succeeding consolidation of the lungs, termed MIDDLE 
AGE CONSUMPTION, worthy of notice. This affection 
frequently simulates Chronic Bronchitis when there is 
copious expectoration. It may be excited into action up to 
any period of advanced life, and is generally met with in 
those who have not inherited it, but whose constitutions have 
been reduced or impaired by former diseases, excesses, labo- 
rious or exposed occupations, and a host of other predisposing 
sources, or in those endowed with scrofulous temperaments, 
but who have escaped being affected with any of the diseases 
usually developed by strumous dispositions at, or about, the 
age of puberty. It will be quite sufficient to add, concisely, 
that the remedies have, usually, the same rapid curative 
action upon this form of the disease. 

Consumption appearing in scrofulous temperaments 
is usually attended with the following constitutional pecu- 
liarities, viz. : oblong finger-nails of a Albert shape, tender 
eyelids, thin pale ears, angular face, high cheek bones, 
preternatural profusion of hair on the head, large and ex- 
pressive eyes, well defined features, contracted or projecting 
chest, prominent stomach, enlarged glands in the neck, 
discharge from the ears, inflamed nostrils, large joints, &c. 

Post-Mortem Sig^ns* — ^An examination reveals, 
usually, a small portion (say one fifth) of the upper part of 
one or both lungs diseased — most frequently their posterior. 
In exceptional instances, life has been so prolonged, that 
upon dissection, scarcely any healthy portion remained fit to 
sustain and perform the functions of life. If the patient 
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dies in the first stage, the lunga are firmer and heavier than 
water, owing to the density of taberoles. A piece placed in 
water sinks, which is the reverse of a healthy lung. If 
death ensues in the second atagei the diseased lung still 
sinks in water, but does not feel so firm, which is accounted 
for bj the softening process ; and, when pressed, matter 
oozes from innumerable small openings. If life is protracted 
to the third stage, the diseased portion partially floats in 
water, and a cavity varying in size, is observable at the 
apex of one or both lungs, containing a quantity of pus and 
mucus ; the former, being of greater specific gravity than 
water^ sinks ; whQst the latter, being lighter, floats on it. 
This accounts for the reason why the expectoration sinks or 
floats in water, and also enables the surgeon to determine 
the stage of the disease and its prognosis, relatively, by the 
quantity and density of pus expectorated by the cough. . 

On the surface of one or both lungs, may be observed a 
cicatrix or scar, produced by the contraction and partial 
filling up of an old superficial cavity. The reason why 
ulceration or cavities in the lungs, from consumption, or 
other morbid sources, heal slowly and irregularly, is at- 
tributable to the incessant action of those organs during life 
preventing new deposits adhering to each other, long enough 
in direct opposition, for healthy organisation ; hence the 
signs of a puckered surface, scar, or contracted edges. The 
cavity is filled up more or less, with a kind of fibrous, or 
inelastic tissue, and not by air-cells, which latter can never 
be reproduced. 

In addition to the above morbid appearance of the lungs, 
upon examining the abdomen, traces of congestion of the 
liver and spleen, infiammation, or ulceration of the lining 
membrane of the stomach or bowels, and enlargement of the 
glands, may be seen, which will account both for the pain in 
the abdomen, and also for sickness and diarrhoea in occasional 
instances, hence the origin of the vague and now obsolete 
term of "consumption of the bowels," given by a few, thouorh 
not recent, authorities to some types of the disease, where 
many of the signs, or more correctly speaking, complications, 
just mentioned, conspicuously co-existed. 

Some pathologists think that the pain and diarrhoea are 
due to the existence of tubercles, which have been detected 
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in this looalitj, irritatiiig the surrounding parts, prodndng 
inflammation, softening, and ulceration of the bowels, a 
precisely similar process to that which occurs in the lungs* 
This theory is quite in accordance with the author's Tiews. 



A SELECTION OP CASES. 



Thb Thbbb Gbnbbal Fobms ov Cohsuxbtioit. 



No. 1.— Popularly called Galloping or Bapld 
Consumption. 

Thomas Angell, a commercial clerk, of Oldham-road, 
Manchester, aged 29 years, short in stature, of fair com- 
plexion, and weighed about 1601bs. when in health, was 
subject upon trifliug occasions to colds, yielding after some 
days to simple treatment, except a cough, which upon everj 
succeeding cold, increased and became almost incessant, 
being of a most troublesome and hacking nature, especiallj 
in the morning, and frequently accompanied with a nauseous 
and sickly sensation. In the short space of four months he 
lost sixty-four pounds in weight; his appetite was bad, 
expectoration copious and thick, pains in the chest, mostly 
about the upper part on the left side, hurried respiration 
(thirty-three per minute), occasional palpitation, pulse 
ranged from 120 to 150 beats per minute, profuse perspira- 
tions, alternate attacks of diarrhoea, and extreme debility. 
He had been under the treatment of several eminent 
medical gentlemen for three months, but receiyed little, if 
any, relief. He was evidently in the third stage of con- 
sumption. His history, and also the opinions of his previous 
physicians, palpably diagnosed his case as one of active 
consumption in its last stage. 

Treatment. — Within three months, by the united aid of 
my remedies, the cough had quite disappeared, expectoration 
was very trifling, and his appetite had improved, in fact, ho 
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appeared qnite well, and had resumed business. Hectio 
feyer wm, doubtless, one of the principal causes of his rapid 
constitutional emaciation. After the lapse of some months 
he wrote assuring me that he was still enjoying good 
health, and had not experienced any relapse or untoward 
symptom. 

Bemarkfi. — From the above case will be gathered the 
following and interesting facts, yiz. : — ^that all the constitu^ 
tional symptoms, being dependent, sympathetically, upon the 
rapid progress of the disease^ were of an aggravated charaetei; 
but were speedily resolved by the remedies acting directly 
through the glandular system upon the diseased mass, whio£^ 
in turn, stimulated the absorbing process of the onoe 
insoluble tubercular or consumptive deposit, and eliminated 
it from the body by some of the natural excretory channels, 
such as the bowels, kidneys, &c. The disease being so 
promptly arrested, the cure was comparatively easy, and 
the increased quantity of carbonaceous elements of food, 
being the nucleus of fat, I suggested he should take, expedited 
his recovery. This patient persevered with the remedies 
for a short time after the disease had disappeared, which 
has doubtless prevented any tendency to a relapse. 

No. 2.— Ordinary Consumption. 

James Bedworth, of Bordesley, near Birmincham^ 
aged 82 ^ears, an attorney's clerk, ratiier tall, full hsu>it of 
body, of intemperate. propensitieB, cheerful disposition, and 
weighed 2001bs., had been unable to follow his business 
for some months. He had suffered for upwards of two yean 
from extreme languor, lassitude, gradual diminution in 
weight, and a slight habitual dry cough, generally aggra* 
vatM towards bedtime, which latter, at first, was unattended 
with any unfavourable symptoms, but as it increased was 
accompanied with difficult expectoration. He consulted 
some provincial su]:]B[eons, who temporarily relieved him, 
when he relapsed into his dissipated habits, and this 
appeared to excite the disease into increased action; the 
cough returned ; and the paroxysms* of coughing were ail 

* Fits or attacks. 
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times verj distressing in bed, especially npon the advent 
of morning ; the expectoration, now more free, was once or 
twice streaked with blood; and upon one occasion the 
cough was so violent that he vonaited a quantity of blood ; 
emaciation and weakness ensued more rapidly, till he was 
reduced to half of his healthy weight. He had no particular 
pain, except occasional achings about the shoulder-blades^ 
respiration always quick, and more so latterly, tongue 
vsualljr a bright red colour, and ^.ppetite fluctuated much. 

Flatulency, palpitation, and trivial bilious attacks 
troubled him sometimes, and his lower extremities became 
iwoUen at bedtime. He informed me that he had lost 
three brothers and a sister from consumption. My opinion 
was at first extremely unfavourable, in consequence of his 
intemperate habits and constitutional taint. 

Treatment. — He was quickly relieved by the remedies^ 
and in the course of six weeks had progressed very satis- 
factorily indeed, his cough and expectoration were consider- 
ably diminished; he daily increased in weight, and shortly 
afterwards he reported himself quite free from the disease. 

Remarks. — In consumption of the ordinary kind, and 
if attended with any symptoms indicative of a functional 
derangement of the stomach, &c., such complication can be 
easily accounted for by that organ being only secondarily 
affected in the precise ratio to the duration of the disease, 
through a branch of the same nerve which supplies the lungs* 
terminating on the coats of the former organ. The difficulty 
in curing this case differed from the preceding one, by the 
existence of two almost insuperable difficulties, viz., in- 
temperance and hereditary predisposition. Although the 
nature of the disease was neither so active nor so debili- 
tating in the short space of time as it was in No. 1 ; ^till, it 
was of a more obstinate character, and, at first, resisted 
strongly the action of the medicines, until a sufficient amount 
of their united solvent power, purely the result of a lapse ni 
time, accumulated in the system to relax and disintegrate 
the tubercular mass. 

. Ordinary, chronic, or dyspeptic consumption are the 
general forms observed in persons who are pretematurally 
prone to the disease from ancestral sources, and it is in 
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tiiese conditions of the disease that the ntmost attentioii 
should be obserT^ to preserve a natural action in all the 
secretorjr processes of the liver, stomach, and bowels, con- 
sistent vith individual idiosyncrasies. (Hefer to the chapter 
upon the Assimilative Pills, page 70. 

Had this invalid not have been endole^ed with a greater 
amount of patience than is usually witnessed in the sex 
during sickness, he would probably have discontinued my 
remedies prematurely, and formed a hasty and erroneous 
opinion of their true merits. This case was in the com-* 
mencement of the second stage, and the locality of the 
disease was marked by aching pains about the shoulder- 
blades, which, upon approaching discovery, disappeared ; the 
natural resonance of the lungs, although previously absent, 
returned. The disease not having extended into the third 
Btage, a cavity had not formed. Vomiting of blood is apt 
to occur more frequently in cases of rapid consumption, from 
the greater rapidity of the ulcerative process. 

No. 3.— Consumption, with Dyspeptic and 
Bilious Symptoms. 

Solomon Jacobs, of Shoreditch, aged 44 years, a cigar 
maker, about middle height, of abstemious habits, dark and 
swarthy complexion, ordinary weight, about 170 lbs., mar- 
ried, had suffered more or less during the last eight years 
from repeated bilious attacks, trifling cough, sickness, 
headache, irregular action of the bowels, and indigestion, 
which he primarily attributed to excessive smoking; but 
having subsequently ascertained that tobacco was not the 
actual cause of his frequent sufferings, he sought medical 
aid, and was relieved from time to time accordingly till 
eighteen months ago, when the nature of his disease assumed 
an additional form, with the following category of symptoms : 
—Loss of appetite, pains in various parts of the chest, 
a short and almost dry cough, very troublesome during 
night ; expectoration, which before was scanty and of a 
flocky appearance, had increased latterly, his strength 
failed and he became materially reduced in size, and unable 
to leave home. He was only the anatomical part of a man, 
his breathing and pulse were much accelerated, harassing 
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€OHgli, sputa* like creamj matter, difficult to* ,«xpectosate» 
great debilitj, hectic fever, and pain in the left lung. The 
diBcase was eyidentlj passing from the second to the third 
stage. 

Treatment. — ^After he had taken and used the remedies 
nearly two months, his symptoms had so very far subsided, 
I suggested that he might go to a south sea-coast, in order 
to quicken his recovery, and the last report I had was 
highly favourable. He recently called upon me, when he 
appeared perfectly healthy in every respect. I advised him 
to be particularly cautious relative to his future diet and 
habits, to avoid night air, smoking, and intemperance, and 
to take, occasionally, some of the assimilative pills (page 70) 
to sustain a due performance of the functions of the aUmen- 
tary canal. 

JEtemarks. — ^Few are necessary. I have little doubt in 
my own mind that, when this individual was complaining 
of bilious attacks, which were the sequel of abnormal 
digestion and nutrition, consumptive matter, in consequence 
of such perverted secretions, was simultaneously depositing 
itself in the tissue of the lungs, and being of a lower vitalised 
character than the adjacent parts of healthy lung, became 
excited into action, either through the irritative qualities of 
tubercles, or from some external agents, such as colds, &c. 

The disease, doubtless, Jiad its origin in mal-assimilation 
of the food, probably through a deficiency of gastric juicef 
in the stomach, or a vitiated quality of the bile, demon* 
Btrating, at once, the cause of constipated bowels, bad 
nutrition of the body, and the source of consumption in 
many individuals, leading an inactive or sedentary life, and 
also showing, as previously alluded to, how important it is, 
in all cases of consumption, to keep up a healthy action in 
the abdominal organs. 

BEONCHITIS. 
Inflammation of the Lining Membrane of the Bronchial T^es» 
History. — ^This is another affection of the lungs, and 
makes its appearance in an acute or chronic form; the

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foxmer Taries from the latter by the presence of inflammatory 
£iyer; the chronic kind may, or may not^ be the sequel 
(d an acute attack. Bronchitis is the commonest disease of 
the respiratory drgana, it may develop itself without any 
preyions disease, or may be preceded in children by some 
infantile affection. In describing the symptoms, it will 
only be necessary to give their general characters, instead 
of distinguishing the minute differences between the acute 
and chronic form, inasmuch as both are precisely the same, 
except in seyerity, which is greater in the former than in the 
latter. The disease may either be confined to the larger 
tubes, or may extend itself to the minute air*cells (refer to 
No. 2 plate), producing in eyery instance thickening of the 
lining membrane, the sequel of inflammatory action; the 
paroxysms are worse towards night in the acute form. 
Males are more prone to bronchitis than females. 

Symptoms and Causes. — Acute cases are attended 
by chilliness or rigors, feyer, pain and oppression at the 
chest, voice more or less affected, violent cough, and expec- 
toration*, the latter is, at first, scanty, but subsequently 
profuse, in most instances it is of a frothy nature, and 
occasionally streaked with blood; it usually floats upon 
water, the respiration is hurried, and produces a wheezing, 
snoring, or rattling noise, soreness or rawness about the 
centre of the chest, headache, tongue furred or parched, 
pulse quick and full. This train of symptoms recurs for 
several days, when the patient gradually recovers, or the 
disease either degenerates into a chronic character, or 
assumes a more serious aspect. In the latter the pulse is 
feeble and quick, suffocative breathing sets in, expectoration 
increases rapidly, accompanied with extreme constitutional 
debility, till the patient has not even power to expel the 
mncus. A livid countenance, great prostration, cold ex- 
tremities, and delirium usually forebode death. An acute 
attack lasts about nine days. The chronic form may 
gradually develop itself without previous inflammatory 
symptoms^ and may exist for years, during which the 
expectoration varies, being sometimes frothy, at other times 
iike matter ; the disease is usually more or less dormant in 
jsnmmer ; but, if it continues uninterruptedly, it is an un- 
, favourable omen. 
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Colds, ^oggy or damp weather, insufficient clothing, im- 
pore atmosphere, dentition in children, exposed or unhealthy 
occupation, and sequelae of many diseases produce it ; the 
symptoms are most aggravated upon rising out of bed, 
especially the cough and laborious breathing, till relieyed 
by free expectoration; in every other respect the patient 
appears healthy. 

In consequence of the system being highly senisitive to 
atmospheric changes, the patient is at times liable to an 
aggravated attack of the disease. It is not generally fatal 
of itself at first, but it eventually induces other affections of 
a more jeopardising type, if neglected or maltreated, such as 
enlargement of the right side of the heart, dilatation of the 
air-cells, congestion of the lungs, dropsy, &c., from which> 
or successive acute attacks, perfect recovery is slow. Ad- 
vanced age is a predisposing cause. Gangrene, or morti- 
fication of one or both lungs, is occasionally the termination 
of bronchitis in aged persons of feeble consitution ; and is 
usually known by extreme prostration, a dark greenish 
colour of the expectoration and offensive odour of the 
breath. 

Treatment* — ^A perfect cure can be easily effected by 
the Two Solvent Eemedies in almost every case, even in 
extreme instances, except when the disease attacks very old 
or young patients, possessing most delicate constitutions, and, 
in those immediate relief and prolongation of life are, at least, 
almost certain. The same observations relating to the pre- 
servation of the functions of the abdominal organs in a 
normal condition by the assimilative pills are applicable 
for this disease. (See page 70.) 

Pathology .^-The lining membrane of the bronchial 
tubes thickened, inflamed, and more or less gorged with 
mucus, many of the air-cells are either dilated or lacerated ; 
and in some cases dilatation of the right side of the heart. 



A CASE OF ACUTE BEONCHITIS. 

Bridget Connolly, of Whitechapel, a poor char- 
woman, aged 25 years, and exposed to all vicissitudes of 
weather by her occupation, was attacked some nine months 
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ago, after successive colds, with fever, cougfa, soreness, 
tightness, and wheezing at the chest ; expectoration, some- 
times frothy, at other times thick, loss of appetite, quick 
breathing, and insibility to leave her bed. 

Treatment.— The two remedies, in this case, had a 
decisive effect ; they rapidly curtailed the existence of the 
diseaise ; and in less than 72 hours she was comparatively 
convalescent ; the healthy respiratory signs of the chest 
returned, cough almost subdued, the expectoration free, and 
she gradually improved in strength, and has since been 
perfectly well. 

Semarks. — The remedies not only checked the disease 
speedily, but prevented it degenerating into a chronic form, 
Irhich is not an uncommon issue, after the acute symptoms 
subside, in many neglected or maltreated cases. 



A CASE OF CHRONIC BRONCHITIS. 

Thomas Daley, of Stepney Green, aged 48 years, had 
been afflicted many years with a cough, shortness of breath, 
rattling respiration, and flatulency ; his symptoms were 
generally aggravated in the morning, especially during the 
winter monOis ; his heightened susceptibility to colds 
always increased the urgency of his symptoms upon each 
succeeding attack ; expectoration was usually frothy ; occa- 
sionally it varied in colour and consistency ; he was able to 
follow his employment till recently; and from long con- 
tinued severity of the disease, his shoulders were somewhat 
elevated. 

Treatment. — Although progress was very slow at first, 
he persevered with the remedies, and was eventually re- 
warded with better health than he had had for some years. 
His shoulders had almost resumed their natural position, 
and recently he wrote to say that he considered himself 
quite cured. I suggested the use of a respirator when out 
of doors and to avoid night air. 

Semarks.-— Old standing cases are always more or less 
attended with high shoulders, accounted for by difficult 
B 2 
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respiration in the following manner: — In order to expand 
the capacity of the chest to its follest extent, the muscles 
whidi connect the walls of the chest to the shoulders on 
each side are pretematurally brought into action by this 
disease, and Uie shoulders being made a fixed point by 
placing his hands behind him, or pressing them against ft 
chair or table, expansion of the chest is proportionately in- 
creased, so that the cause of elevated shoulderSi from this 
explanation, will be, at once, apparent. 



ASTHMA. 
Nature and Division of the Disease.— Asthma 

is divided into two distinct classes,'*' viz., dry and moist ; 
the latter is more severe and continuous than the former. 
There is, in addition to these, a peculiar form of the disease 
prevalent during harvest in agricultural districts, called hay- 
asthma, or summer-catarrh, and persons who suffer from it 
are compelled to remove to a town, when, with few excep- 
tions, all distressing symptoms abate under suitable medical 
treatment. It is supposed to be developed from the smell 
of new hay, or by the pollen of grasses, hay, or plants, in 
flower about May or June, floating in the air and impart- 
ing to it irritating qualities, being inhaled by respiration, 
thus acting spasmodically upon the lungs through the 
nervous system, in a similar manner to shell flsh or cider 
causing nettle rash in individuals of peculiar tempera- 
ment. Some drugs, such as Ipecacuhana, Foxglove, &c., 
produce similar symptoms. The symptoms of every kind 
of asthma only differ from each other by the expectoration 
being a concomitant sign in one (moist), and absent in 
others (dry). 

Asthma, with few exceptions, makes its appearance in 
adults, and is said to be hereditary in few families, which 
hypothesis the author disputes. The disease is usually 
slow in its development, and is unlike any other affection of 
the lungs, from the fact of it not being preceded or attended 
by any inflamm^ition of any type. Sues have been known 
during infancy simulating an attack of croup. The precise 

• Some avfhon even subdivide these, but fnrfiher claanfioatioa ie ui« 
neoessary for general purposeB. 
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nature of the disease is not satiafaotoTilj established ; eome 
pathologists go so &r as to assert that it. is due to a preter- 
natural contraction or spasm of the spiral mosoular coal 
either of the bronchial tubes or air-cells^ preyentinff the 
latter being distended with the requisite quantity of air ; 
hence tiie cause of laborious respiration (refer to No. 2 plate). 
Upon a frimafacu yiev, this certainly appears partiidly 
correct; but the author is inclined to think thatasthnui 
(hay-asthma excepted) is more the result than a disease of 
itself, and is probably roused into action by external agents ; 
or it may be dependent upon some affection of the heart 
(either organic or functional), or irritable deposits in the 
air cells, thus excitmg the urgent paroxysms of the cough, 
suffocative respiration ; interrupting the chemical changes in 
the lungs, and impeding the passage of blood from the latter 
organ to the heart. To confirm this statement, he has 
seldom obserred asthma without the heart being more or 
less implicated functionally or organically, and often, 
when a clear history of the disease can be obtained from 
intelligent patients, it has been ascertained that morbid 
signs or symptions of the heart have not unfrequently pre- 
oeded those of the lungs. Persons afflicted with asthma are 
exceedingly susceptible to colds, and also to a functional 
derangement of the stomach or bowels from trifling causes. 
(See page 60.) 

A species of asthma is rather common in some parts of 
North Staffordshire, commonly called <' Potter's AjBthma.** 
The symptoms are similar to those of moist asthma. The 
•causes are referrible to the peculiar and unhealthy occupa- 
tion, the manufacture of crockery ware, it being the stable 
trade of those immediate districts. 

Ss^mptoxns and Causes. — The attacks come on 
suddenly and usually at night, with difficulty of breathing, 
which appears easier for a short interral, then returns ac- 
companied with a series of suffocatiye coughs and wheezing, 
whistling, or rattling sounds, tightnees across the chest, and 
▼iolent headache. The paroxysms generally terminate by 
expectoration, varying in character, colour, and quantity ; 
and if the cough is very distressing ^e patient not uncom- 
monly has an involuntary escape of urine (especially 
females). Flatolency, headache, sickness, and indigestioD 
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are forerunners of this disease. From the fact of a distnrb- 
ance of the stomach or bowek freqneatl j preceding an attack, 
it is thus inferred that a close sympathj exists between 
this disease and the organs of digestion, and of which thera 
scarcely now exists a doabt, hence the great importance of 
paying due attention to the latter. (Befdr to the chapters 
on << Additional Observations, and me Assimilative Pills/' 
pages 60, 70.) The patient, in severe cases, not nnfre- 
quentlj awakes suddenlj with oppression at the chest, 
inexpressible anxiety, and laborious breathing, and an 
apprehension that death is about to occur ; the extremities 
are cold ; violent palpitation sets in ; the p>ulse is eithet 
quick, irregular, or intermittent ; the eyes project, and the 
countenance becomes livid or puffed. The symptoms 
gradually subside, but are apt to return for some consecutive 
nights, and even weeks. The patient appears apparently 
well during the intervals of an attack, being tolerably free 
from cough and embarrassed respiration. 

The predisposing causes are sometimes very obscure; 
they may be traced to some affection of the heart or stomach 
or undue muscular contractility of the respiratory muscles 
or bronchial tubes. The exciting source seems to be an 
increased secretion of mucus in the air-cells from congested 
blood, which irritates the nervous system, till a succession 
of convulsive coughs ensue 

Fogs, easterly winds, and other atmospheric changes 
excite an attack in many instances. 

, If the disease is not subdued, death may happen during 
one of the attacks, or the patient may suffer for years, as is 
usually the case, till worn out by exhaustion or other 
affections of a more fatal type. 

Treatment. — With very few exceptions, every case 
has been cured by the Two Solvent Bemediea, and even those 
solitary instances (occurring only in very old aod intemperate 
persons without any remaining stamina of constitution), 
which would not admit of a cure, have been so considerably 
and immediately relieved that the subsequent paroxysms 
were comparatively trifling, and the period intervening 
between each attack Very much longer. 
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Post -Mortem Appearances.— A reddened and 

thickened condition of the lining membrane of the bronchial 
tubes ; many of the air-cells are either dilated or mptured, 
and permit an easy escape of air ipto the tissue of the lungs^ 
whidi makes them float npon water. Enlargement of the 
hearty or structure of its valves altered ; ossiflcation of the 
arteries connected with the heart. 



TWO CASES OF ASTHMA. 

No. 1.— ^Andrew Oross, of Lambeth, aged 28 jeam, 
<»ab-drivery had almost daily attacks of asthma ; for some 
years, induced, as he supposed, by intemperate habits and 
exposure to all kinds of weather ; the paroxysms came on as 
often during the day as night, and were frequently preceded 
by flatulency. The disease was characterised by wheezing 
or rattling murmurs during respiration, constricted feeling 
around the chest, followed by successive coughs, respiration 
almost suppressed, and flushed countenance, till expectora- 
tion ensued, which temporarily relieved his suflenngs. The 
same train of symptoms frequently returned twice or oftener 
on the same day. The disease was more or less aggravated 
by. his irregular habits and atmospheric influences, but in 
summer the attacks were milder. He was in a very emacia- 
ted condition. Tongue furred, appetite bad, pulse irregular, 
nights restless, general debility, &c. 

Treatment. — Afber three weeks the united action of 
the two remedies caused the disease to assume a much 
milder form. His sleep became less interrupted, strength 
improved, cough not so troublesome, breathing much easier, 
and he eventually, commenced work in a better condition 
than he had been in for years. 

Sexnarks. — Here was an old-standing case of asthma. 
The only remaining chance this patient had was to arrest, if 
possible, the progress of the disease and improve his general 
health, which the remedies quickly accomplished. I assured 
him that, had he led a more temperate life, and his occupa- 
tion had not been so much exposed, something nearer a 
radical cure might have been obtained. He was no doubt 
right in his hypothesis, by alleging the cause of his malady 
to intemperance and exposure. He has been able to follow 
his occupation since with perfect ease. 
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The conynlsive coughs irere attributable to the air-cells 
containing a large quantity of mucus, irritating the nervous 
system, ^hich terminated in a fit of coughs, expectoration, 
and temporary relief. The suffocatiye breathing might 
have depended upon either of the two following causes — 
Tiz., spasmodic contraction of the air-cells preventing them- 
selves being distended with the usual quantity of air during 
inspiration, thus having to breathe proportionately quicker 
within the allotted time for natural respiration, to make up 
the due quantity of air required by the system for the pro- 
cess of changing the blood in the lunffs from venous to 
arterial; or from enlargement of the right side of the heart, 
projecting more blood at one impulse into the lungs than 
could undergo the chemical variation named in the same 
space of time, which would not only induce the convulsive 
coughs, but would produce suffocative breathing as well. 

No. 2.— Erskine Wallack, of St. John'sWood, aged 
52 years, commercial traveller, assured me that he had been 
afiiicted with asthma for many years. The originsd attack 
was preceded by a severe influenza. The paroxysms atten- 
dant upon this malady usually recurred for five or six con- 
secutive days, and during that period his life was in extreme 
jeopardy. The attacks were frequently preceded by sortie 
derangement of the stomach or trimng cold. In the 
intervals of the disease he followed his employment, and 
was comparatively free from cough or distressed breathing. 

Treatment and Bemarks. — The use of the two 
remedies was continued seven weeks, when he appeared 
better than he had been for years. The diseased sounds 
both of the heart and lungs had almost disappeared. He 
has not had a relapse since he discontinued m^ treatment, 
which is now almost nineteen months ago, and in a letter of 
a very recent date, states that he considered himself quite 
cured. He takes two or three of the assimilative pills 
Jpage 70) periodically, which prevent any morbid change 
in tibe alunentary canal. 

COUGHS, SIMPLY. 

A cough is generally one of the primary indications of a 
disease of the lungs, bal it may exist without the respiratory 
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organs being implioated, except a little chronic thickening of 
tho lining membrane of the bronchial tubes, or most com- 
monly irritation in those canals, the results of successiye 
colds, eyentuallj developing and terminating in a cough 
simply. There are atrariety of coughs, such as habitiml 
clergy, periodical, spasmodic, catarrhal, irritative, &c., at- 
tended with, or without, expectoration, varying in character 
and colour. A cough ia not, rarely, the sequel of some 
infantile disease, and may frequently return during life from 
some trifling exciting cause. When the cough is unattended 
with any of the usual signs and symptoms of a disease of 
the lungs and heart, the apprehension of unfavourable con- 
sequences is comparatively trifling. During the existence 
of a cough, the paroxysms may not only be distressing, but 
may prevent sleep, and indirectly induce other functional 
or structural derangements in the system. 

Treatment, — Belief will be, almost, if not quite, 
instantaneous by resorting to the two remedies, and, if 
persevered with, a radical cure may be speedily effected. 



HOAESENESS, OE LOSS OP VOICE, 

May depend either upon some pulmonary affection, or 
simple colds, or it may arise from undue nervous excitement. 
The partial loss of, or altered, voice peculiar to the clergy 
and orators, is dependent upon a relaxation of the mucous 
membrane of the larynx, the seat of voice, and the uvula, 
and may, or may not, be attended with a cough, aggravated 
by, or dependent upon, an elongation of the uvula, or enlarge- 
ment of the tonsils, or of both. The remedies are strongly 
recommended for every kind of hoarseness or loss of voice. 



THE HEAET AND ITS SAO. 

The Heart is situated on the left side of the mesial 
line of the chest, encased in a sac called its pericardium, 
which will be noticed first. 

Anatomy. — The sac, or pericardium, contains the 
heart, and is formed of a strong fibrous membrane in the 
shape of a conical bag, its base below, and apex above; the 
external face is rough, internal smooth; it is fixed both 
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superiorlj and inferiorlj to the adjacent parts^ so as to 
render it immoYable, lest the heart's action might be 
impeded. 

Physiology. — ^Its sole parpofi| is to protect the heart 
from external violence, and to isolate it from the lungs, so 
that their respective functions cannot be interfered with. 
The internal surface secretes a fluid which facilitates the 
heart's action; this wisedispensationof Providence obviates 
friction, which would otherwise occur from the close 
prozimitj of two surfaces. 

DISEASES OF THE SAO. 
INFLAMMATION AND DEOPSY. 



INFLAMMATION OF THE SAC. 

History and Symi^toms.— Inflammation of the 
sac is frequently a concomitant disease with rheumatism. 
Young persons are most prone to it. The symptoms are 
verj variable, and sometimes insidious in incipient cases 
but usually thej commence with an acute hot pain on the left 
side over the region of the heart, attended with fever; the 
pain shoots to the lefb shoulder-blade, and not uncommonly 
descends the inner side of the left ann to the elbow, and 
even to the fingers, producing a numbness or coldness ; it is 
increased by deep inspiration or application of pressure. 
The respiration is quick and short, a tightness is felt round 
the chest, irregular or violent palpitation of the heart, great 
restlessness, disturbed sleep; dreams of impending dtmger 
not uncommonly awake the patient in great terror ; inability 
to lie on the left side, feels most comfortable in the supine 
posture, with the head elevated ; the pulse is quick, vibrating, 
and intermits^ As the disease progresses, delirium, great 
anxiety, jactitation, occasional faintings, and convulsive 
or twitching seizures ensue. It runs its course in a few days, 
sometimes longer, and if neglected terminates in death, or 
degenerates into a chronic form, inducmg valvular affection 
of the heart, and general dropsy,- 

Post-Mortem Appearances.*— The sac is either 
filled with an increased secretion of its natural fiuid. pressing 
upon the heart, causing fidntness and oppression, or its inner 
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Borface vhieh is tisuallj verj red and congested, is adherent 
to the external surface of the heart, accounting for such 
undue influence over that organ's contractile power and 
irregularitieB of pulsations at the wrist. 



DROPSY OF THB SAO. 

This disease is generally the sequel of pericarditis or of 
some affection of Uie heart impeding the transit of blood 
through that organ, whereby the watery part of the blood is 
permitted to ooze through the coats of the vessels into the 
pericardial sac, producing impending danger, by its weight 
and prejudicial effect on the heart's action and general 
circulation. 

Ss^mptoms,-— Same as in pericarditis. 



THB HEART. 

Anatomy. — The heart is a hollow muscular cavity 
situated a little to the left side of the chest, and is enclosed 
within the pericardium (refer to No. 3 plate). It is divided 
into four compartments, viz., right and left auricles, and 
right and left ventricles ; the thickest and broadest part of 
the heart is above, miaasuring about an inch in diameter, 
and terminates below in an obtuse point which is the 
thinnest. At the junction of each auricle with its corre- 
sponding ventricle, and by which they communicate with 
each other, is a peculiarly formed valve; in addition to 
these are other valves, whose functions it is needless to 
explain. The only additional openings in the heart worthy 
of notice are the aorta (the main artery), which rises from 
the left ventricle, and those vessels which convey the blood 
to and from the lungs called pulmonary vessels. The 
auricles are situated superiorly — in fact, they rest upon 
their corresponding ventricles. Its structure is composed of 
muscular tissue interwoven densely with absorbents, blood 
vessels, orgtoic nerves, and a cellular fabric. 

Treatment. — The two remedies act in harmony with 
each other, both externally and internally, for the cure of 
all diseases of the heart and its sac, through the medium of 
the^ absorbents of that organ, as solvents upon the diseased 
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•tractnre. An myaloable aiiziliiiry to the tieatment iAto 
keep the stomach, liver, and bowels tolerably actiTe (refer 
to the chapter on " Additional Observatbns/' page 60). 

I^hysiology.-*— The heait is the eentre ci cireolatioii 
(refer to No. 4 plate). The blood arriyea from all parts of 
the body by two principal veins, superior and inferior vena 
cava, which termiaate in the right auricle, from whence it 
passes into the right ventricle, tlufough the valvular opening 
auriculo-ventricular valve. Any regurgitation (passing back- 
wards into the right auricle again) is prevented by the 
closure of the valve just named. The blood within the 
right auricle, and corresponding ventricle is purely venous 
from its being of a dark red colour and surcharged with 
carbon. It is afterwards propelled along the course of the 
pulmonary artery and its branches to the lungs, where it 
undergoes a chemical variation of getting rid of its carbon 
(the result of decay in various tissues of the body). The 
blood, so altered in its chemical components, then returns 
from the lungs to the heart by another set of pulmonary 
vessels to the left auricle, and is of a bright red colour, 
called arterial. It passes on into the left ventricle, from 
whence it is projected by muscular power alone, the force 
of each contraction averaging 501bs. in weight, and throw- 
ing out about two ounces of blood at each pulsation, into 
the main artery (aorta), for general distribution over the 
body. The aggregate weight of blood in an adult is nearly 
281bs., and twenty times that quantity passes through the 
heart every hour. 

The velocity of the blood (proved by experiments) leaving 
the heart is equal to 149 feet per minute. At the junction 
of the left ventricle with the principal artery (aorta), is a 
valve which prevents any return of blood during the heart's 
contraction whilst throwing out its blood. 

If a stethoscope be applied just below the nipple on the 
left side of the chest, a dull prolonged sound is heard and 
immediately succeeding it a short abrupt one ; the first is 
dependent upon the contraction of the heart ; the second 
upon closure of its valves. This admirable arrangement of 
Nature demonstrates how important it is that there should 
not be any obstacle to a free passage of blood through the 
openings referred to, or defldeney of mnseular eontraotility 
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in the hearths tissue to drive life's current to tira most remote 
parts of the body. When the heart is diseased^ in any case, 
its action is increased l^ the existing irritation or inflam- 
znation, so that respiration is proportionately accelerated, 
otheririse pulmonary apoplexy might ensue. The intervals 
of pulsation constitute the only repose which the heart has 
during life. 



MSEASES— INFLAMMATORY, FUNCTIONAL, AND 
STEUCTURAL. 

The first kind are limited to inflammation of the lining 
membrane of the heart, and inflammation of its muscular 
tissue. Functional (the most prevalent kind in females) are 
those arising from causes not directly affecting the heart 
(except sympathetically), and are popmarly, though errone- 
ously, termed diseases of the heart; amongst them may be 
enumerated simple palpitation and neuralgia. Structural 
are the most important^ inasmuch as they are the most 
dangerous and general ones ; such as enlargement, foreign 
deposits, ossiflcationi fatty degeneration, and valvular 
diseases. 

Afiections of the heart are very common, and until 
recently many of these diseases escaped observation. How- 
ever, this grave omission has latterly attracted the notice of 
eminent surgeons, and the results of pathological investiga- 
tions are, Uiat in the majority of deaths occurring after 
middle life, the heart is more or less implicated. The 
question may be very properly asked. How is it that death 
occurs suddenly, from a structural disease of the heart, to an 
individual who appeared healthy a short time prior to the 
feital attack, and without being cognisant of approaching 
dissolution ? The answer is easily given, viz. : The heart, 
being an organ of organic life, may be afflicted with disease 
for a considerable period before animal life becomes aware 
of it. The nerves of organic life have an independent centre 
of their own (the sympathetio nerve or organic ganglionic 
centre), and only communicate indirectly with those of 
animal life (the brain), so that the fiancti<»is of organic life 
are almost wholly and solely carried on by organic nerves

(sympathetic) independently of those of the brain (whiph 
latter apprise an individual of the existence of a disease at 
the outset^. The functions of animal life are carried on 
under the influence of the will or mind, and make us aware 
of our existence, associations with surrounding objects, and 
feeling pain in those parts, when diseased, and over which 
the brain presides. Sanguineous evacuations from the rectum 
may occur during the existence of a disease of the heart, 
and, in the absence of piles, the discharges, when not too 
frequent or copious, are usually favourable signs. 



FIEST CLASS.— INPLAMMATOEY. 



INFLAMMATION OF THE LININQ MEMBBANB 
OF THE HEAET. 

Symptoms and Causes.— This disease either de- 
▼elops itself in an acute or chronic form ; the symptoms are 
alike in both except in severity ; the former frequently de- 
generates into the latter ; the action of the heart is not only 
increased, but is very irregular and feeble; there is also 
great oppression, faintness, delirium, and fever ; inability to 
He in a horizontal posture ; extreme anxiety, restless nights, 
apprehensive dreams, hurried breathing, and little, if any, 
pain. Pulsation at the wrist is weak and soft, and does not 
seem to be synchronous with the heart's action ; and death 
has been known to occur after some days of exoraciating 
And sensible agonies. 

Its causes are unknown, but the disease is frequently 
-either attendant upon, or the sequel of an attack of rheuma- 
tism, gout, colds, or fever. The chronic form may continuei 
some months, and, if hot arrested pi*omptly, will probably 
terminate in general dropsy or sudden death. 

Post-Mortem Appearances. — Interior of the 
heart inordinately red, blood-vessels swollen, and gorged 
with blood, an effusion of clear liquid into one or more of its 
cavities. If the disease had existed some time the valves 
are tumefied, and the effused sermnis of a more* 
•consistency. 
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INPLAMMA.TION OF THE SUBSTANCE OF THE 
HEART. 

Ssrmptoms. — This affection is so uncommon^ and few 
cases have been recorded^ that its symptoms are very van- 
able ; sometimes they simulate the preceding disease, and 
occasionally they are not dissimilar to those of inflammation 
of the sac. 

Post -Mortem Appearances.— Softening of the 
muscular substance of the heart ; ulcers or abscesses have 
been detected. It is only by an examination of this kind 
that the true nature of the disease is made out. 



SECOND CLASS.— FUNCTIONAL. 



FUNCTIONAL PALPITATION, 

The Ssntnptoms and Causes.— Palpitation, usually 
observed in nervous temperaments, with or without pain in 
the left side and free £rom any organic lesion, accompanied 
with temporary hurried respiration, and increased action of 
the heart, simply, is dependent upon sympathy with some 
other affected organ. The causes range wide, such as indiges- 
tion, hysteria, mental anxiety, nervous debility, leucorrhoeal 
discharges (whites), in females, sedentary occupation, close 
confinement, fainting fits, &c., any of these disturb the 
natural equilibrium of the nervous system. Functional 
palpitation may be distinguished from structural or inflam- 
matory palpitation, from the fact of the former not being so 
continuous as in either of the two latter, in addition to a 
difference of stethoscopie sign*. A popular fallacy exists 
among females, especially those who suffer from functional 
or periodical palpitation, only, relative to the apprehension 
of positively suffering from a diseased heart. 



TWO CASES OP FUNCTIOlf AL PALPITATION 
SIMPLY. 

No. L~LUC7 Williams, of Ancoats, Manchester, a 
milliner, aged 24 years, single, had periodical palpitation 
since J 860, sometimes so TO>leat that for a time it pro- 
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duced considerable hurried respiration and pains in het 
head; she also suffered mudi drom indigestion, sickness, 
constipation^ stitches in her left side, scanty menstrual dis- 
charge, excessive leucorrhoea (whites), general debility, and 
pains in the lower part of the back. I twice examined her 
chest carefully, once when the action of the heart was quiet^ 
and again during an attack; my opinion being, on both 
occasions, that the heart was quite healthy in its structure, 
the sounds natural, and the palpitation merely functional ; 
in other words, dependent upon another source apart from 
the heart. 

Treatment. — By the aid of my two remedies, the 
disease succumbed so quickly, that all her symptoms had 
disappeared within a month. 

Semarks. — This case evidently arose from the nervous 
system being continually excited by the uterine (womb) 
secretion being perverted, which accounted for the existence 
of the whites and partial absence of the natural discharge. 
When such is the case, constipation, palpitation, and indiges- 
tion are the necessary attendants ; pain in the head was the 
combined result of nervous debility, and an increased im- 
petus of the heart, the latter projecting more blood to the 
head during the heart's inordinate action than was requisite. 
Pain in the loins arose from a connection of the nerves in 
the back with those of the womb. Her occupation was, no 
doubt, the predisposing cause, as the menstnudflux assumed 
both an altered and debilitating character shortly after she 
commenced her sedentary employment, and this, in turn, 
irritated the general nervous system which regulates the 
heart's action. 

No. S.— John Potter, of West Bromwich, Stafford- 
shire, an exceedingly nervous man, a furnace puddler, had fits 
of violent palpitation of the heart for a considerable period, 
attended with headache, giddiness, embarrassed breathing, 
bleeding at the nose, and inaHlity to follow his employment 
during the attacks ; in the intervals he appeared quite well. 
I stethoscopised his chest withoHt detecting any structural 
disease ; the heart's action was regular although accelerated, 
the sound increased in impulse, a slight abnormal bellows 
murmur was audible once, but with that ezoeption, hia 
general health appeared good. 
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Treatment.— The remedies acted Bpecificallj in re- 
ducing the heart's pulsation to its natural standard, and 
very qoickl j effected a radical cnre. I have heard from 
him since respecting another ailment, but he has not had a 
relapse of the inordmate palpitation. 

Semarks.— A neryoos temperament was a predis- 
posing source, and his laborious employment the exciting 
one. Bleeding at the nose was an effort of nature to rid the 
cerebral (brain) vessels of surcharged blood, otherwise 
apoplexy might have occurred. The treatment was evident, 
viz., to control the heart's actiout at once, which the remedies 
accomplished. 

NEUBALOIA OF THE HEABT. 

Sjrmptoms and Causes.— The heart is occasionally 
afflicted with violent lancinating pains, shooting from above 
downwards on the left side or backwards to the left shoulder 
blade, and down the inner part of the left arm to the elbow, 
or even to the fingers ; they continue for a time, and leave 
the surface exceedingly tender to the touch ; both the heart's 
action and its sounds remain intact from this disease. The 
attacks are periodical, and usually disappear after an in- 
definite period without the aid of medicine ; in others, it 
assumes a more permanent and inveterate character; and 
instances have been known where it wore the patient out 
with exhaustion. FemaUs are more liable to it than the 
opposite sex. Its origin in a few is unaccountable, but 
generally the causes are similar to those of tic-dolorenx, 
such as colds, irritability of the nervous system, uterine 
irregularities, &c. 

A CASE OF NEUBAIiGIA OP THE HEAET. 

Emily Waters, of Bath, aged 25 years, a domestic 
servant, had been troubled for many months with severe 
shooting pains and tenderness in the vicinity of the heart, 
which not uncommonly induced hurried respiration ; these 
symptoms were occasionally preceded or aggravated on the 
approach of the menstrual discharge. 
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Treatment.— The remedies soon subdued her sjmp. 
tomsy but, in consequence of discontinuing their use too 
prematurely, the disease re-appeared upon two subsequent 
occasions, which compelled her to resort to the same treat- 
ment more determinedly, when evexy trace yanished, and 
has not since returned. 

Remarks. — The causes cannot always be defined ; neu- 
ralgic pains may exist either with, or without, an organic 
affection of the heart. The menstrual flux, in some neryoua 
females, renders the constitution pretematurally excitable ; 
hence the most feasible reason of the aggravated attacks 
either immediately preceding, attending, or succeeding, the 
periodical discharge. 



THIRD CLASS,— STRUOTUEAL. 
Sudden Deaths, from a morbid organic condition of 
the heart, are an every-day occurrence, and ensue generally 
from one or more of the following diseases :— 

ENLARGEMENT OF THfi HEART. 
There are two kinds ; viz., one, an increase in the diameter 
of the walls of the heart, with more or less diminution of 
its cavities : the otker is precisely the reverse, viz., a dila- 
tation of its cavities, and reduction in the thickness of the 
walls. (Refer to No. 3 plate.) 

HYPERTROPHY, WITH INCREASE. 

Sjrmptoms and Oauses.-^Permanent increased im- 
pulse of the heart, hurried Imathing, florid countenance, 
stiffness of the neck, giddiness, spasmodic cough, distended 
vessels at each side of the throat, occasional bleeding at the 
nose, pains in the head, eyeballs hot or bloodshot, pulsation 
at the wrist full, regular, and strong. The disease predis- 
poses to apoplexy, and is observed in persons of full habit ; 
the isymptoms are invariably aggravated by the recumbent 
posture. Any inflammatory diseases of the heart, laborious 
exercise, mental anxiety, or excesses of various kinds 
produce it. 

Fost-Mortem Appearances.— Increased size or 
thickness of the structure of the hearty and its tissue pre. 
tematurally red. 
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HYPERTROPHY, WITH DECREASE. 

Symptoms and OauseS^^Just the reverse of the 
preceding affection — ^weak or fluttering palpitation, fainting 
fits, embarrassed respiration- upon the slightest exertion ; 
pulse small, feeble aiid irregular ; couutefiance pallid; ex- 
tremities cold, indescribable sensations in the chest, dropsy, 
a peculiar bluish hue of the lips, nose, and fingers, and 
mental anxiety. Wearisome occupation, insufficient clothing 
or food, and constitationid debility, te^ntly induce it. 
Females ore most prone to it. 

Po^t'-Mortem Appearauces.-*-Enlargement of the 

heart, the walls are thinner and paler in colour, degenera- 
tion of its muscular fibre, &c. 



OSSIFICATION OF THB HEART. 

By this term is meant conversion of a porticm of the 
interior of tibe heart, usually the yalyes, into bone (refw to 
No. 4 plate). Sometimes the substance of the heart is the 
aeat of ossification. It firequently makes its appearance 
jdbout^ but most generally after, middle age. It tends to 
diminish the force of the contractile power of the heart and 
eventually inducer great weakness in that organ. Its pro- 
gress is slow, not rarely existing for several years, and if 
not checked will, terminate fatally, either suddenly or 
gradually^. Occasionally, ossification of the pulse at the 
wrist is also present, and this may be felt like along, small, 
hardened circular bar, witk little, if any, pulsation. . 

Signs and SymptomB.-— A sories of s^mnge and 
severe lancinating pains in th« vegionof the heart, uneasi- 
ness ait tk# pit of the stomaeh, hurried breathing, palpitation, 
tbrobbiiig sensations, intei)se anxiety ; all these mtij be 
incieMed by sttddeK me»tKl '4niiotnms, indigestion, constipa- 
tion, exercise after meals, severe exertions m walking, suoh 
;&s ascending a l^iU^ or walkanff tbrou^ snowi dee. 

In this manner the patient freqn/^ntly suffers most excrv- 
^ciating agonies, for a time, till the heart resumes its natural 
and quiet action, when all.Ihe distressing signs and symptoms 
temporarily disappear.

As the disease progresses, drops j or partial paralysis may 
snperyene, especially the latter. There is not generally 
that extreme inability to lie down in bed in this disease as 
in other affections of the heart. 

Ossification of die heart most commonly occurs in thin, 
spare individuals; it debilitates the system very much and 
induces a pale appearance of the body. 

Post-Mortem Appearances.-*>Small spioul» of 
bone about the valves of the heart, or conversion of the entire 
circumference of the arteries leading from the heart into 
bone; ossification of a portion of the structure of the heart 
has been observed in a few cases. 



FATTY DEPOSITS ABOUT THE HEART. 

Fat is deposited about the heart generally in corpulent 
persons with short necks and broad chests, and in females 
endowed with pretematurally large pendulous breasts, 
noticeable for their short wheezing respiration^ The heart 
is not positively diseased in the majority of oases, as the fat 
is merely deposited on the surface of the heart (refer to No. 8 
plate), thereby impeding or retarding the general circula- 
tion of the blood, and inducing most of the symptoms 
attendant upon enlargement of the heart. 

Signs and Symptoms.— Hurried breathing, start- 
ing or twitchings in bed, choking or suffocative sensations, 
inabilit^f to lie down, frequent sighings, flatulency, indiges- 
tion, noisy respiration or snoring dunng sle^, oppression at 
the chest, mental anxiety, &e. The pidsation of the heart is 
remarkably feeble ; it is not so distinctly felt, as in other 
leases of that organ, in conseqpi^nce of an unusual amount 
of fat intervening between the walls of the chest and the 
heart 

Any sudden excitement, or distension of the stomach with 
too much food is dangerous. 

This disease, like all other affections of the heart, is very 
easily arrested and cured by the two remedies. 
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Post - Mortem Appearances. — Deposition of 
lobales or folds of fat eitner on the exterior, interior, or 
within the substance of the heart— -close to its apex. Con* 
version of the moscnlar tissue of the heart into fat occa- 
sionally. 



VALVULAE DISEASES. 

Symptoms and Causes. — This is the most common 
form of organic diseases of the heart. The changes which 
the Yalves undergo at various periods of life are productive 
of chronic affections, and vary in proportion to the nature of 
their deposit, viz. : bone, fat, or a preternatural thickening 
of ^^s texture (refer to No. 4 plate) ; in any case the symp- 
toms are generally the same, except acuteness of pain in the 
region of the heart, in solitary instances, where ossification 
occurs. The heart's action may be irregular, throbbing, 
violent, feeble, or vibrating; visible pulsation in the neck; 
short and rapid breathing, coldness and dropsy of the abdo- 
men or lower extremities, or of both, pain down the left 
arm, numbness of the fingers, livid countenance, fainting 
fits, restless nights, dreams of fear, and frequently a hissing, 
and various strange sounds accompany not omythis but 
other affections of the heart, especially in those invalids 
endowed with nervous or excitable temperaments, &c. 
Pulsation at the wrist can scarcely foe felt, and ma^ be inter- 
mittent or irregular, indigestion, flatulenc]r, veins of the 
neck dilated, m. The valves of the left side of tihe heart 
being more frequently affected than those of the right, is 
most probably attributable to their duties being more 
oneroQB. . 

The disease is generally a sequel of other affections of the 
heart, or it may be generated from various causes after a 
lengthened period. In some, the symptoms are very 
insidious, and death has occurred without any previous 
manifestation. ' 

^ Post-Mortem Appearances. — The valves aro 
either imperfect, thickened or preternaturally encroached 
upon by some morbid deposit, and their corresponding 
apertures materially diminished. 
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A CASE OF VALVULAB DISEASE. 

Heuben Jones, of Swansea, aged 49 years, a black- 
•mith, suffered for years from palpitation of the heart, an ir- 
legalarpulse, shortness of breath, cough, flatulency, giddiness^ 
occasional pains, and tightness of the chest. Latterly his 
lower extremities and abdomen beoaiAQ swoUen, and increased 
more towards night, which disabled him from employment. 
He attributed the commencement oi his disease to a period 
(13 years ago) when he had an attack of rheumatic fever. 
He came to London with his wife to consult me, although 
such an expensive procedure was quite unnecessary, as the 
medicines could have been forwarded to him. After a care- 
ful examination, I eautiously, thaugh candidly, explained 
to him that the nature of his complaint was a structural 
thickening of the valves of the heart, obstructing the ingress 
and egress of the blood to and from that vital organ, and 
the improbability of a perfect, cure. However, I Held out 
to him hopes of a very palliative character, if all my injunc- 
tions were sedulously adhered to. The i^atural sound? of 
the heart were feeble, and almost absent (arising from an 
imperfect closing of the valves) ; lungs healthy ; ^se small 
and intermittent; urine scanty; bowels constipated; and 
inability to lie on his left side, or with his head low. 

Treatment. — The relief he received in the oonrse of 
three weeks from the two remedied feur exceeded mjrexpecta- 
ttoiis ; the dropsical state of his abdomen aiid legs subsided ; 
the action of his heart became stronger fltnd more regular ; 
the urine increased in quantity ; he slept tolerably well ; 
jmd improved so much in strengtili that he was enabled to 
fulfil the post of a clerk to a commercial firm. -His last 
eommunication reported a cure. 

Bemarks.^^I have no doubt this disease dalied it» 
origin to the period named of his rheumatic attack, when 
organised lymph was deposited on the valves^^the; openings 
within the heart, and through which the blood has to ^asa 
prior to distribution over the body)., *Phe new deposit 
(lymph, as the result of inflammatory action) diminished the 
^diameter of these orifices ; and this morbid secretion being 
permitted to remain undetected or maltreated, formed 
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eyentuallj an organic thickening upon the surface of the 
yalyes, which inevitably produced the serious train of symp- 
toms referred to. This morbid deposit, being the existing 
source of irritation, periodically produced increased pulsation 
of the heart. The apertures being so encroached upon^ 
interfered with the due transit and impetus of the natural 
column of blood ; hence the jeopardy of the heart being 
paralysed, and succeeded by instantaneous dissolution — the 
latter is not an unfrequent issue in neglected cases. When 
the system is suffering from rheumatic effects the heart 
sometimes becomes affected in an insidious manner without 
the patient's cognisance. An absence of indicative signs or 
symptoms, except stethoscopic ones, at the outset, are not 
rare. 

As this form of disease is so common, and the cure equally 
as easy, it behoves me to give a few additional theoretical 
and practical observations relative to one of a clstss of 
diseases hitherto so fatal in their character. I have fre- 
quently seen cures effected by the two remedies, when my 
most sanguine hopes did not warrant me in anticipating 
more than temporary relief. I almost omitted to say that 
the cause of dropsy in his abdomen and lower extremities 
arose from obstructed or retarded circulation of blood 
through the heart, permitting the watery part of that current 
to exude through the coats of the vessel (from gravitation 
alone) into parts subjacent to the skin. Dropsy, In this 
•case, as in all cardiac affections, was not a disease of itself, 
but an effort of nature to relieve. The morbid deposits upon 
the valves (the cause of the mischief) were quite absorbed 
by the united aid of the medicines and ejected from the 
system through the ordinary excretory ducts, so frequently 
adverted to in the coarse of the work. 

There are other, but very rare, diseases of the heart, whose 
•symptoms, nature, and origin vary so much that it would be 
useless to allude to them in this work, beyond mentioning 
their names, viz.: — softening, hardening, spasms, cancer, 
atrophy, gout, angina pectoris, congenital malforination, &c., 
&c. Upon these, as upon all general or obscure diseases of 
the heart, the two remedies have the same curative action. 
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ADDITIONAL OBSEHVATIOA'S. 

A few important remarks relating to some of the indirect 
jiignB and symptoms, such as Indigestion, Inactiyitj of the 
Liver, Constipation, Relaxation of the Abdominal Muscles, 
and Bheumatism, either attendant upon or preceding diseases 
of the heart and lungs, may not be out of place here. 

Indigestion^or flatulency, frequently exists when either 
the heart or lungs are diseased, from the fact that the general 
circulation is influenced by any morbid action of these organs^ 
and is quickly propagated to the stomach. 

Inactivity of the Liver is one of the most prevalent 
preceding or concomitant signs of pectoral diseases. The 
«ecretory processes of the biliary ducts are not normally 
performed, consequently the bUe is either not duly discharged 
into the bowels in its natural way, or it is re-absorbed into 
the circulating current ; during this morbid course of affairs 
the system not only sympatMses with such a functional 
derangement, but the symptoms of all affections of the chest 
are aggravated, and the cure thereby deferred. 

> Oonstipatiou of the bowels is very prejudicial in 
diseases of the chest ; it causes a distension of the large 
bowels and presses them upwards — encroaching upon the 
capacity of the chest ; it also disturbs the functions of the 
liver, retards both the secreticn and transit of the bile, and 
interferes materially with the circulation of the blood. 

Relaxation of the abdominal muscles, causing a descent 
of the bowels in women who have borne many children, or 
persons following the occupation of clerks, being compelled 
to stand in one posture for hours, not uncommonly causes 
I>alpitation and apparent disease of the heart, simply from 
the loss of support which the abdominal muscles naturally 
afford to the organs within the chest. 

Kheumatism, affecting the joints, may be transferred 
from those parts to the heart, without the slightest pre- 
monitory signs, inducing a serious, if not a fatal, disease of 
that organ, and dropsy, which latter is not an unusual sequel 
of a disease of the heart.

DROPSY.^ 



Bj this term is meant an accumulation of water either 
into one or more sacs, as in the abdomen, testicles (hydro- 
cele), or ovaries, or more generally diffused over the body. 
It may be either active or passive ; the former is usually the 
sequel of inflammation, whilst the latter is frequently the 
result of some obstruction to the circulation, such as dropsy, 
which accompanies diseases of the heart, liver and kidneys, 
consumption, &c. The watery part of the blood transudes 
through the capillary interstices of the coats of the vessels 
into the cellular tissue of the whole body developing general 
dropsy (anasarca) ; or into a more limited space assuming 
a local character^ as ovariaa dropsy, or ascites (dropsies! 
abdomen). 

This disease, when eomplicated with any affection of the 
heart, is almost invariably an effort of nature to relieve 
greater congestion of the vascular system, which would 
otherwise ensue. It is also the premonitory sign of an 
apprehensive and truly alarming condition of the patient 
in affections of the chest. Its symptoms are very apparent, 
viz., gradual enlargement, edema, embarrassed breathing, 
suffocative sensations, inability to lie down, acute or diul 
pain in the affected part, scanty urine, which may be clear 
or sedimentary, a dragging weight, the face, hands, or legs 
become swollen; coldaess, blueness, or numbness of the 
extremities, &c. In order to cure dropsy, it is imperative to 
arrest, at once, any existing inflammation, to remove the 
causes, just referred to^ and which occur in diseases of the 
chest, and subsequently to stimulate the absorbents to retake 
the water into the circulation again, and emit it from the 
body through the skin, kidneys and bowels, by acting upon 
the whole glandular system. 

Although a cure is not, in every instance, quickly ac- 
<somplished, because the disease, which may be, and is still, 
the cause of dropsy, has been of many years' duration, and 
offers not a few insuperable barriers to its speedy removal,

inability to walk or lie down, dragging pains extending from 
the loins to the inner and upper parts of the thighs, lower 
extremities always swollen, menstrual discharge irregular, 
irritability of the bladder, constipated bowels, &c. 

She had been tapped tluree times : the short period of five 
weeks only intervening between each tapping process, and 
the aggregate quantity of fluid taken exceeded six gallons, 
which only afforded her temporary relief ; she had also been 
apprized that her only hope of cure was the hazardous opera* 
iion of excision of the tumour by means of the knife> to- 
which her friends would not listen. She ascribed its cause 
-to spasmodic asthma.

ASCITES.— DROPSY IN THE ABDOMINAL 
CAVITY. 

No. 3. — Samuel Foulton, of Birkenhead, a marble 
mason, aged 46 years, single, of exceedingly dijssblute habits, 
first perceiyed a uniform enlargement of the abdomen some 
five years ago, which rapidly increased in size, and entirely 
incapacitated him from following his occupation. His symp- 
toms were almost analogous to those of the preceding case, 
excepting that, in its incipient stage, the disease was 
observed to occupy the central part of the abdominal cavity, 
whilst the preceding one commenced on the left side. The 
water was in this instance contained in one common sac, 
but ovarian dropsy consists of an innumerable number of 
independent cells or cysts, each having the morbid qualifica- 
tion of secreting a fluid. 

He was advised to adopt hospital treatment, to which he^ 
willingly assented. He was tapped seven times, and the 
total quantity of glairy fluid taken was about twenty-three 
gallons. With Sie exception of these palliative surgical 
measures he did not receive any permanent benefit, although 
he had, to quote his own expression, been positively saturated 
with drugs. 

A former patient having induced him to try my remedies 
his symptoms gradually subsided ; nature was stimulated, 
by the friction and absorbent means, into increased vigour, 
the water re-absorbed by aid of the glands, and expelled 
from the body through the usual excretory channels.

^^arpenter, aged 33 years, of yerj temperate habits, had 
anffercd from general dropsj for four years. It first made ita 
appearance in the face, after a severe attack of inflaenza, but 
not prejudicially affecting his constitution much, he did not 
take any notice of it till a few months afterwards, when the 
dropsy gradually descended, implicating his lower extremi- 
ties, till the whole body became considerably swollen^ 
especially his countenance, entirely precluding recognition by 
his features ; in fact, his face was so enormously pi^ed, that 
he was totally blind for very many weeks. He was likewise 
troubled with a distressing spasmodic cough, in.ability to lie 
down, frequent inclination to urinate, the secretion being 
scanty, and not rarely devoid of various sediments, numbness 
anid coldness in the legs, skin dry and transparent, incessant 
laborious respiration, coldness of the lips, ears, nose, and feet : 
appetite tolerably good, bowels inactive, pulse much accele- 
rated, strength materially reduced, frequent delirious imagi- 
nations, restless and dreamy nights, twitching or jerkings in 
sleep, frequent desire to dose for a few consecutive moments, 
only, during the day, &c. 

He had been under treatment at Homoeopathic, Allopathic,. 
Hydropathic, and Botanical Establishments, without re- 
ceiving even much temporary amelioration. His clergyman 
recommended him to try my New Means, which he did 
with the most signal success, and at the expiration of four 
months, recommenced his employment, after three years' 
vacation. He is now as well as ever he was in every 
respect ; but it is only candid to add that he periodically 
resorts to the Remedies and Assimilative Pills (page 70) 
for a few days only, so as to prevent the remotest risk of a 
relapse. 

TUMOURS. 

The correct definition of a tumour is a foreign growth, or 
enlargement, deviating from the natural elementary struc- 
tures of the body. They may be divided into two classes 

• The anbeutaneons cellular tissiies infiltrated with serum or watery part 
of the blood, thus imparting to the surface of the whole body a pi&ed 
white or opalescent appearance. 
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viz., malignant and non-malignant. The former refer to 
cancerous or scrofulous tumours, and other morbid adventi- 
tiouB products, capable of producing severe constitutional 
Bufferings and ultimately death, unless the disease is speedily 
arrested. The latter kind are slower in their progress, and 
do not generallj involye anj constitutional derangement, 
except annoyance, apprehensioi^ and othe% symptoms, which 
are calculated to engender unnecessary alarm, sometimes by 
their long existence, or by the enormous magnitude they 
occasionally attain. Cases haye been recorded where simple 
tumours transformed themselves into cancerous ones by 
accidental and other agents, such as injuries, mental emo* 
tions, external violence, &c., &c. The non-malignant kind 
are divided into fleshy, bony, fibrous, and encysted tumours. 
Amongst the latter are included those popularly called 
<' wens," consisting of a mixture of thin liquid, with more or 
less adipose substance enclosed in a globular bag or cyst, 
their usual locality being upon the head or shoulders. Fleshy 
tumours are principally formed of a fatty, fibrous, or of any 
other structure of inferior hardness to bone, which may, or 
may not, be enveloped in a cyst. Bony tumours are usually 
situated on the surface of any of the bones of the body, and 
upon which they grow. They do not feel different to any 
enlarged bone to the touch, their texture is purely of an 
osseous character. A tumour may occasionally be composed 
partly of fiesh, and partly of bone, intermixed with each 
other; or of cartilage. Encysted tumours consist either of 
fat, or soft curdy substance, or thin glairy fluid, contained 
within one common sac, or its interior may be sub-divided 
into many others. A few of the new formations comprising 
tumours are infiltrated with blood-vessels, imparting to the 
surface a ruddy appearance called '< nevus '^; also some 
pulsating tumours (aneurism by anastomosis) are formed in 
a similar manner. The origin of tumours is very variable ; 
it is most feasible to suppose that they generally commence 
with a nucleus, or point, which divide and subdivide till they 
attain a size, only limited by their nature and characteristics, 
arising ah origine from external or internal sources. The 
nucleus may be deposited, during the nutritive process, 
from the blood, in or upon any tissue ; and being of a lower 
degree of organisation than the surrounding parts, assumes 
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an independent vitalitj of its own ; hence its separate 
growth. Tumours may he moyahle or fixed. They yary 
in colour. The darker they are« the greater is their liability, 
to assume a malignant type. Fatty tumours are the least 
injurious and the most prevalent. They attain the largest 
size, and do not produce any change of the natural colour of 
the skin covering them. The pain attendant upon the 
growth or existence of tumours varies according to their 
nature and locality. 

Debbyshibb Nbck is an enlargement situated on or about 
the windpipe, occasionally descending towards the chesty 
embarrassing respiration. 

OvABiAN TuMouBS may be composed of fluid (page 62) 
or the ovaries may be enlarged, if not cancerous, or ovarian 
tumours may be formed both of fluid and increased thick- 
ness of ovarian structure, the latter kind are the most 
prevalent. 

Treatment. — The Absorbent Mixture, with the aid of 
the Friction Eemedy, will generally be found ample, after 
a reasonable lapse of time, to disperse and eradicate any 
tumour from the body. Tumours of the Womb, Ovaries, or 
thereabouts, being of a low vitalized character, more slowly 
disappear than others, and the embrocation, in these in-' 
stances, must be rubbed on the surface of the lower part of 
the abdomen, or over the tumour where it can be felt 
externally, and also on the lower part of the back. 

IMPORTANT INFORMATION, &c., FOR INVALIDS. 
The diet ought to consist of light nutritious food, and not 
to occupy too large capacity, lest palpitation of the heart, 
flatulency, and other well known signs or symptoms of 
dyspepsia, or distension of the stomach be induced. Food 
capable, without considerable mastication, of being easily 
converted by the aid of the saliva and gastric secretions into 
healthy nutritive matter for facile absorption into the system, 
is most desirable and consistent with the laws of nature 
during the enfeebled tone of the system. Arrowroot, sa^o, 
tapioca, rice, and com flour puddings, jellies, asses' or goats' ; 
milk, isinglass, gelatine, mucilasdnous drinks, decoctions of 
barley or liverwort, are useful in diseases of the lungs, which 
may, or may not, be flavoured with essence of lemon, &c.. 
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to 8fdt the |)alat6 ; soups in moderate q^aantities^ with the 
Qsual condiments at all times sparinglj used; rabbits^ 
poultrj, game, white fish, stale bread, cocoa, chocolate, 
broiled mutton or lamb cutlets, boiled mutton or lamb, and 
brown bread, the latter is especially serviceable in asthma 
and djspeptio consumption. The invalid is generally the 
best judge of what kind of food will assimilate most easily ; 
in fact, instinct usually seems to suggest such beneficial 
requirementis as the system may demand in its present de- 
bilitated condition. A reasonable supply of fruit is both 
agreeable and salutary, unless it induces diarrhoea or abdo- 
minal pains. Eat slowly and not too freely at a time, and 
masticate well. Green vegetables, turnips, carrots, eggs, 
highly seasoned food, too many potatoes, pork, veal, bacon, 
new bread, tea, coffee,* alcohoHe liquids (except in cases 
which will shortly be referred to), pastry, immoderate use of 
tobacco, &c., are invariably prejudicial. . Avoid late hours, 
suppers, excesses of every kind, preternatural excitement, 
ill-ventilated or over-crowded rooms, violent gymnastic 
exercises, &c. Singing, preaching, undue use of the voice in 
any form, or blowing wind instruments, are highly injurious 
in affections of the chest. Take moderate walking or car- 
riage exercise, weather and temperature permitting; the 
former kind is usually most preferable and salutary, when 
consistent with the patient's strength and other personal 
circumstances. The most prudent time of the day for 
exercise varies: in winter, from one to three p.m., and in 
summer, if excessively hot, in the shade, or shortly after sun- 
set. Do not rise too early nor yet retire very late, keep the 
feet warm, and the body at all times suitably clothed,t but 
excessive clothing is very prejudicial, it not only predisposes 
the invalid to frequent colds, but induces an almost incessant 
moisture upon the skin by relaxing the cutaneous vessels 
supematurally. Gentle friction by an attendant, if the 
invalid is not equal to the exertion, with horse-hair gloves, 
or a coarse towel over the entire body is very beneficial in 
winter, not only for the purpose of equalising and acceler- 

* Qoffee is beneficial in some chronio affections of the heart, such as fatty 
diseases, ossification, &c., and also in asthma^when the respiration is impeded. 

t Any portion of wearing apparel worn duringnight should not, if possi- 
ble, he worn during the day, and VICB VBBBA.. The clothing must be well- 
aired before being worn. 
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afiog the weakened external drenlationi bat also to retnoye 
any remaining products of the eataneons secretion which is 
incessantlj going on from the surface of the body, thereby 
exciting a general and uniform warmth devoid of moisture. 
Eespirators are useful in aU affections of the lungs, espe- 
cially during out-door exercise. In diseases of the heart, 
rest, quietude, freedom from epccitement and exertion of any 
kind are imperatiye. Indigestible food and habitual cos« 
tiveness are prejudicial (refer to the chapter on <* Additional 
Observations/' page 60). 

Tepid baths may be very advantageous, if taken occa- 
sionally in a morning upon rising, and gentle fraction after* 
wards, in the manner just explained. Spongjing the body 
each morning with equal parts of tepid water and distilled 
vinegar for a few minutes, then rubbing dry with a coark 
towel, is not only refreshing, but it frequently arrests both 
profuse perspiration and preternatural heat on the surface of 
the body, usually attendant upon the 2nd and 8rd stages of 
consumption. Claret is the most suitable beverage during 
the continuance of perspirations or diarrhoea. Cod liver ou 
may be taken daily in cases of consumption where there 
is much emaciation, and is only countermanded when it 
induces bilious symptoms, sickness, or eructations. The 
advantage accruing from the oil is due to the carbonaceous 
and extractive materials it yields to the system for nutritive, 
calorific, and fattening purposes. It must not be taken 
within two hours, either before or after taking the absorbent 
mixture. — Peruse the remarks on page 7, relating to the 
efficacy of Cod Liver Oil Comfits. 

Congestion of the Liver is one of the general and im- 
portant concomitants in consumption and in some diseases 
of the heart, evidenced by pain at the pit of the stomach, 
and in one or both sides, resulting from obstruction to the 
circulation of the blood through the pectoral organs. To 
obviate this, take the Assimilative Fills, and rub 3ie embro- 
cation freely over the affected parts, as well as the chest. 
Lime, soda, or seltzer waters will be useful to subdue thirst 
or sickness ; if the latter is obstinate, a mustard cataplasm 
applied to the pit of the stomach, varying from 10 to 30 
minutes (according to age) may be necessary. 

When the stomach or bowels become inactive or deranged, 
take some Assimilative Pills, especially in cases of dropsy. 
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Simple mesxWy snoh as ea»tor oU, frait^ maxuifty or brown 
bread may be found ample irhen coBtiYeness onlj existo.. 
Conatipated bowels generally retard conTalescence. Alco« 
holie beyerageSy* as a role, are only admissible in cases of 
debiHty and extreme prostration attendant upon the second 
and third stages of consumption, and in some chronio 
diseases of the heart ot longs onattended with any ioflam- 
mation, and eyen in those exceptional instances a yery 
moderats quantily at a time will suffice. Although the fre- 
quent use of such fluids is injurious, neyertheless a little gin 
or hollands and soda water is most suitable in cases of dropsy, 
becsose it stimulates the kidneys and tends to promote an 
increased flow of urine. The kind may be usually deter- 
mined upon according to taste or desire, but brandy, ein, 
wines, claret^ or champi^e are the most preferable. 
Phthisical inyalids may, yery adyantageously, once or twice 
during the day, drink about half-a-pint of lime water, 
made in the following manner : — ^Put a piece of quick lime 
t^ sise of a walnut in half-a-pint of cold water, and after 
remaining in it 6 or 7 hours, add an additional pint, when 
It is ready for use. Continue to pour a further similar 
eapply of water upon the lime ad lUntwn as the same 
piece is ample. It requires a thousand parts of water to 
dissolye one part of lime. It is always ready for use 
immediately uponadding water on eyery subsequent occasion. 
Beading medical Ix^ks should be strictly prohibited* 
Amuse the mind with perusing works of a cheeriiil and ex- 
hilarating description. Ayoid too much seclusion. The 
patient's attention may also be agreeably engaged in yarious 
ether ways; sueh as, by pleasant companionship, music^ 
drawing, pretty driyes in districts famed for beautiM scenery 
and salubrious atmosphere, change of climate, &c. A hunud 
atmosphere is most injurious to inyalids suffering from 
affection of the lungs. Moisture, being the principal fluctu- 
ating ingredient in the air, renders the temperature exceed- 
ingly yiunable, consequently, not a suitable atmosphere for 
pulmonic inyalids, unless inhaled through a respirator, tiie 
yalue of which appears in depriying Sie air of moisture 
prior to its reaching the mouth. The south coast of Deyon 
is a suitable climate for oonsumptiye patients who desire a 

* The author is opposed to the use of AloohoUo fluids al any tima 
«Koeptixig in cases of eztnma emargenqr. 
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change. Torquay is the most preferable part of Devonshire, 
as the air is more calm and omfdrm and tolerably free from 
fogs. Isle of Wight, Penzance, the Goto of Cork, Salterton, 
and Madeira, are healthy and charming localitieB. 

A Toya^e to the Cape or India may frequently be of in* 
finite service to expedite convalescence. Although advising 
a change of climate, snch is not invariably praoticabie or 
convenient for many reasons/ viz., inabflity to be i^moved, 
or the expense being too great, &c., nevertheless, if a tem- 
porary change of residence can b» adopted, weather and 
season permitting, it is no mean auxiliary to the Author's 
treatment. A change may even be desirable after a. cure 
has been effected, to strengthen the chest and to re-esteiblisb 
the palient's health thoroughly. In selecting a sojournment, 
it is most prudent to choose a climate quite different to the 
one in which the invalid has been hitherto residing. 

Invalids suffering from any of the diseases, referred to in 
the work, may, also, be affected with one or more of the 
following complications, viz. — ^thrush, a tender condition of 
the mouth, and which may extend along 'tiie whole course of 
the intestinal canal to the seat ; or from obstinate sickness ; 
or from ^andular enlargements or ulcerations ; er from 
diarrhoea, attended, not uncommonly, willi bloody evacuations, 
great pain, griping or straining efforts, or from extreme cold 
or hot perspirations; or from bedsores in oonseqttence of 
lying so long in the horizontal posture, or from fistula ; die 
'latter is an ulcerated condition of the lower bowel in juxta- 
position to the seat, or from vomiting of bleed, nervous 
debility, diabetes (preternatural flow of urine), or general 
weakness, &c. If sickness, nausea, giddiness, faintnesB, or 
any strange sensations, ensue during the treatment, and 
which the invalid may think arise from the internal medi- 
cine, only take half the prescribed dose, and if any of the 
symptoms, just mentioned, do not cease, thra add to each 
dose thirty drops of aromatic spirits of ammonia. Purchase 
one ounce of aromatic spirits of ammonia from any druggist. 
Keep the bottle well corked. Persevere with the embroca* 
tion according to the directions. 

The Assimilative Fills. 

These pills are compoundedpurely of innocuous ingredients, 
and the formulae of their component parts were given in some 
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former editions of this work ; but, as many inyalids pre- 
ferred sending to the Author for them so as to avoid farther 
attempts of imposition, which were then not infrequent on 
the part of a few unnriqc^e|i olfe<fii|sy the prescription has 
been reluctantly witMrawh. 

Although extremely mild in their action, nay, without 
ifidtidiig even, in the mtem, any preternatural suscepti- 
bility to atmospheric infiuence3,.they, nevertheless, remove, 
rapidly, habitual eonstipaticm or torpor, indigestion, head- 
ache, bilious symptoms, flatulency, feniJEile irregularities, 
nervous debility,* fits, weakness, or loss of voice, eruptions, 
or discolorations of the skin, and promote appetite, &c. 
They may be taken, with impunity, at any seai^on of the year, 
and in any climate, and also by females at all times. They 
ougU/to be token- by ev^ry Invalid daring ihe course of the 
Author's treatment, as they tend, very considerably, to siX 
his remedies, and facilitate .tl;ie cure by their direct saliitaiy 
influence upon all the abdQn^nal viscera (see page 60), 
thereby acting indirectly through the medium of ttte cireu- 
latiBg current,. a» desirable auxiliaries to his Nl:w SirstBikC, 
upon all the diseases referred to. Great sympathy hafe,^ 
long ago, been incontrovertibly proved, by the existence of 
important nervous communications, between the respective, 
viscera of the head, chest, and abdomen, so that, when' 
either are affected, primarily or secondarily, it is thpL 
orthodoic rule^, and which is hcraie out in practice, to induce 
and sustain simultaneously a normal condition of the func« 
tions of the alimentary canal (stomach, liver, and boV^^b) 
during the course of treatment, otherwise a restoration to 
health wouM inevitably be retarded.
